NE morning in my garden I asked God 
~ to bless every living thing. And God 
asked, “But what is not a living thing?” 

First I thought of air, invisible, inert. But the 
air leapt into my mouth and became my living 
breath. The air became the red of my blood and 
in the secret furnace of my cells the air became 
the fire of life itself. 

Then I thought of water, colorless, inert. But 
drinking the water, I thought, ‘“What is this body 
that drank the water? Is it not itself mainly water ? 
This water that I drank is now the essence of my 
blood and tissues. When, then, is water merely 
water and when is it water of life?” 

Then I thought of earth, brown, inert. “Earth,” 
I thought, “is not living,” and I kicked at the clods 
under my feet. And lo, the clods under my feet 
turned green and put forth leaf and stem and 
flower and the grain ripened in the ear. I took 
the ear, ground it, made bread out of it, and ate 
the bread. And the bread became the very stuff of 
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myself, so that I could not separate that which 
was me and that which was earth. This which now 
was me had but a short time before been the 
clods of earth that I had kicked with my feet. 

“Surely,” I thought, “there is something that 
is not living.” I thought of stones. But even with 
the thought I sensed the stirring in the stone, and 
I knew that the immovable, changeless stones 
were changing and moving, flowing no less than 
tivers, to become the living pith and bone of 
creatures yet unborn. 

Oh, then I caught a vision of the world—not as 
dead and inert, but as living and alive! 

Suddenly I saw that even the infinitesimal 
particles of which all things are formed—too 
small even to imagine, too small almost to con- 
ceive—are alive. I watched and I saw that they 
were dancing; I listened and I heard them sing- 
ing. 

I saw all the world of which I am part and I 
saw that it is life, nothing but life. Everything is 
alive and has the power of life. Things pass from 
one phase to another, from one form to another, 
but they are always alive. There is no line be- 
tween living and not living. Both are aspects of 
life, as breathing in and breathing out are aspects 
of breath. There is only the breathing-in and the 
breathing-out again. 





We move through a world of opposites, but the 
opposites are not the reality, they are only aspects 
of reality. They are only reality as seen from this 
viewpoint—or that. The reality is One, and it is 
Life. 

I thought of some of the opposites—of night 
and day, of evil and good, of hate and love. I 
asked Night, ‘““What is Day?” And the Night an- 
swered, “I am Day, only seen from the other 
side.” 

I thought of living and not living and I saw 
that life is not the opposite of death, as it is gen- 
erally thought to be. Birth is the opposite of 
death. Is death then but the same door as birth, 
only seen from the other side? 

Now we can see things only from where we 
stand. Can it be that we see only one side of all 
that is, as we see the moon? 

Ah, if we could see life not from the view- 
point of the moment, but in the radiance of 
eternity! 

We would see not night and day, but eternity; 
not yea and nay, but truth; not birth and death, 
but life; not good and evil, but God. 

We are the namers and we give names to all 
things and try to describe them. 

But when is a rose a rose? 
When it is a seed? when it is a new plant green 
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with spring? when it is a heart-shaped bud? 
when it is a full-blown bloom? when it stands 
thornsharp against the winter snow? 

The universe is the rose of God. 

The universe is not the fixed and finished work 
of a Master Maker, who made it and the things 
in it as a watchmaker makes a watch. The uni- 
verse is a living organism, unfolding from with- 
in, creatively expressing the creative Spirit of 
God, from the smallest particle to the largest 
galaxy continually breathing, growing, expand- 
ing through space and time and mind and spirit, 
with no end or limit to the possibility of develop- 
ment. 

And I too am the rose of God. 

When was I, am I, shall I be? 

Of this that is my body now, how much was my 
body a year ago? Of the stuff that was my body 
twenty years ago, does a single atom remain the 
same ? 

As to my mind, nebulous, delicate, subtle, 
dancing with thoughts, how shall I make my 
thoughts stand still long enough for me to say, 
"This is my mind”? This very thought has altered 
the configuration. 

Now from the viewpoint of the moment, I see 
my existence as an isolated fragment, beginning, 
ending; but could I look from the fixed center of 
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being and take in the whole reach of reality, | 
would see that what seems to be a broken arc is 
really the perfect circle of eternity. 

Is this what the Lord of living saw when He 
hung upon the mount? From that anguished, ulti- 
mate peak of experience, did He see things not 
one-sidedly but whole? Did He look past endings 
and beginnings, past every appearance of separate- 
ness, clear to the Animating Principle, and did He 
see that the Animating Principle was Himself?

E ARE all seeking to find something 
on Easter morning. Those who wend 
their way to the Garden of the tomb 


in Jerusalem think they are going to find some- 
thing in the place where Jesus lay; they believe 
that if they can go in the tomb or perhaps touch 
it they will be transformed, or healed, or have 
some great miracle happen to them. Easter morn- 
ing has a magic about it, even though there are 
long corridors of time between the first Easter 
morning and today. 

Let us go back to the first Easter and walk along 
with the women from Galilee who were going 
to the tomb of Jesus. It was early morning, before 
it was yet light. There is something about early 
morning; there is a feel to a day that is not yet 
born. These women were going to the tomb and 
were walking on the narrow streets of Jerusalem. 
The women were carrying with them spices which 
they had prepared to anoint the body of Jesus. As 
they reached the tomb they asked, “Who shall roll 
us away the stone? . . . and looking up, they see 
that the stone is rolled back.” 


All of us can learn a beautiful lesson from this 
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visit to the tomb. When there lies before us a 
stone, a barrier, or a problem so great that it 
closes off our good and even if we say to ourselves, 
“Who can roll it away?’ let us look up. The Spirit 
of God can always roll away the stone and can 
remedy every unfavorable condition. 

When the women reached the tomb on the first 
Easter morning, the stone had been rolled away 
“And they entered in, and found not the body of 
the Lord Jesus.” 


Later, while Mary was weeping at the tomb, 
two angels said to her, ““Why weepest thou ?”” And 
when she turned and saw Jesus, He said to her, 
“Why weepest thou? whom seekest thou?’”’ These 
are the questions that are in all our hearts today. 
Why are we weeping? What are we seeking? On 
Easter morning we seek to renew our souls. What 
we are seeking is that which was in Jesus’ heart 
and mind. Jesus knew that God was in Him, and 
it was this knowledge that God was in Him that 
made the empty tomb possible. God's presence 
was something that Jesus had been conscious of 
and alive to every moment of His existence. This 
Presence is in each one of us. Jesus was cut off 
from all human help but He could not be cut off 
from His Father, for His Father was in the midst 
of Him. And the followers of Jesus spread the 
news that Jesus was alive after His resurrection. 
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Jesus said, “Because I live, ye shall live also.”” This 
promise is for each of us. 

Christ was alive that first Easter morning and 
He is still alive. He will be alive forevermore. If 
we are to follow Jesus Christ we must be aware 
that God is in us. We must realize this indwelling 
Presence every day of our lives. We must know 
that God is in us, through us, with us and that He 
cannot fail. We are all seeking to find and keep 
continually an awareness of the only power that 
can do all things through us, a power that is in 
each one of us. The Christ is a living power, a power 
in you and a power in me. Jesus said, ‘“He that be- 
lieveth on me, the works that I do shall he do 
also; and greater works than these shall he do.” 
The God-power is within us; the only thing we 
have to do is to believe. Believing sets God-power 
in motion. Believing brings us into the kingdom 
of God. Believing quickens our eyes so that they 
might see. Believing illumines our every step so 
that it is taken in the right direction. Believing 
makes us sensitive to the good, the beautiful, and 
the true. 

Easter is the proof of Jesus’ oneness with God. 
Every man may follow Jesus; every man may have 
his Easter morning; every man can use the God- 
power within himself and be victorious every step 
of the way.
